The Cudaby company was indicted 
by a federal grand jury in Topoka last 
April on <tS counts.

It waa al- 
leged that' the packing company 
colored the oleomargarine which 
should have subjected the company to 
a tax of 10 cents a pound, and that 
it was disposed ot as the uncolorcd 
product, upon which the revenue I* 
but a quarter of a cent a pound. 
Much Evidence Produced. 

H. J. Bent, United atateB attorney, 
for the government, produced a great 
deal of evidence, consihting principal 
ly of analyses of the samples s- i/ <l 
by the department at Washington. 
The*e samples represented I13.M0 
pounds and It was upon the basis of 
this quantity of the product that the 
Ktamp tax was levied. 

An effort was made by the Cudalty 
company to compromise the case, but 
no formal action was taken until Mon- 
day. The stamp tax or $82,777 was 
paid some time ago under protest, but 
the government refused to dismiss the 
case. The law provtdea for s 
maximum penalty of $1000 on SMI 
count, which would have made the 
packing company liable for a max.
